JUSTICE REMAINS SILEN 


His Friends Think That He Is. Walt- 
ing to Learn the Whole Scope 
* - of the Accusations. 


Becaiise the latest batch of chargés 
brought against Supreme Court Justice 
Daniel F Cohalan by John A. Connolly 
brought in the name of Charles F. 
Murphy, the political leader was sought 
out yesterday by the reporters at Tam- 
many Hall and asked to say something 
about the matter. According to the 
story published yesterday, which Justice 
Cohalan refused again to discuss, Con- 
nolly became so worked up over the 
$3,940.55 which he‘says he had paid to 
Mr. Cohalan as commissions On city 
work obtained for the Victor Heating 
Company, that he told one of his 
friends. Patrick Gallagher. 

Mr. Gallagher proceeded to organize 
a committee of six, who called on Mr. 
Murphy at his home on March 8, 1909, 
and laid the story before him. Mr, Mur- 
phy, according to the story, became 
very indignant over the allegations 
against Mr. Cohalan, and termed it ‘an 
Irish row,’ in which he did not wish to 
interfere, and proceeded to show the 
committee out. Nevertheiess, Mr. Con- 
nolly says, it was Mr. Murphy who gave 
Mr. Cohalan the order to return the 
money. It was about this that the re- 
are called yesterday upon Mr. Mur- 
pny. % : 

“We've come to ask you about the 
Cohalan story,’’ they said. 

“IT have no comment to make. It’s 
between the two of them,’’ he replied. 

** You’ve seen the story? ’’. 

** I’ve heard part of it.’” 

‘“‘ Your name was mentioned.” 

**It usually is, isn’t it? ’’ 

‘It has been said that there is a splif 
between you and Justice Cohalan.” 

** Did he say so?’’ gsked Mr. Murphy. 

**Chairman McCa’ of the Public 
Service Commission is said to have sup 
planted Justice Cohalan in your favor.’ 

‘‘T’m_ not talking this morning.” 

That was.all Mr. Murphy had to say, 
and when. Peter J. McNulty, whose ac- 


quoted, was seen a little later he, too, 
refused to comment on the published 
story. Yet it was remarkable enough. 

In thetbeginning of 1907 Mr. Connolly 
is represented as saying things were 
ecing pretty badly with him, and 
the Victor Heating Company, of which 
he was the head. Mr. Cohalan, he says, 
was askirg him for th’ payment of an- 
other $1,500, and he found that when- 
ever he applied for a political job, and 
had even the personal assurance of Mr. 
Murphy, somehow or other ‘he did not 
get it. This he ascribed to the opposi- 
tion of Mr. Cohalan. All through 1908 
the same state of affairs continued, and 
at last, on Jan. 1, 1909, he decided. that 
he must make his peace with Mr. Co- 
halan. He went to his office.at 2 Rec- 
tor Street and sent in his card... This 
answer, he says, came back through 
Mr. Cohalan’s uncle: ~ ; 

“Mr. Cohalan cannot see Mr. Connolly 
now or at any other time.” 

In desperation Mr. Connolly said he 
went over to the office of Alfred B. 
Cruikshank of Atwater & Cruikshank 
and took his. advice. This resulted in 
the rendering of an account in the 
name of the Victor Heattng Company 
followed by the threat of suit: Mr. 
pressing surprise at such a claim.

Brennan, John Treacy, Tom 
Kelly, and Peter Lennon.: They. were 
all high in the councils of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, and McNulty sug- 
gests that the leader of Tammany Hall 
probably thought that they had noth- 
ing more serious to say to him than to 
invite him to lead their annual parade.

“VOTE FOR MINE INQUIRY. 

Senate to Investigate Alleged Vio- 

_. lations In West Virginia. 
Special to The New York Times. 


late this afternoon, without a roll call, 
passed the Kern resolution calling for 
an investigation into the recent coal 
strike in West: Virginia, its causes, and 
résults.. The investigation, which is to 
be conducted by a sub-committee of three 
members of the Committee on Education 
and Labor, is believed to be almost 
without precedent in the history of the 
Government in that a branch of the Na- 
tional Legislature avowedly sets out to 
inquire into the official acts of a State 
and the, conduct of justice by its Gov- 
ernor and courts. 

This. feature of the resolution caused 
the most bitter debate in the discussion 
which preceded its adoption. While 
carefully worded, the section in question 
directed an inquiry into the arrest and 
imprisonment of citizens in violation of 
the laws and Constitution of the United 


States. The reference was to the mili- 


tary tribunal, which, since the procla+ 
mation of martial law in the Paint Creek 
District, has sentenced persons to terms 
of from one to five years. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia led in a 
sharp attack upon this supposed in- 
fringement of State rights. But even 
he admitted that he disapproved entire- 
ly of the military court. Only ten Sen- 
ators followed his lead in votimrg. to 
strike the section ffom the resolution. 
The others, under the leadership of Sen- 
ator Borah of Idaho, the original author 
of the resolution; Senator Sutherland of 
Utah, and Senator Root of New York, 
voted solidly for the resolution as it 
stood. . : 

The acts of the officials of the State 
of West Virgina,” said Mr. Root, ‘‘ have 
been challenged on so high authority 
and with such an array of facts that 
the Senate owes it to the country to 
make an investigation as provided in 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution. The question rises above the 
interests of the people of the State of 
West Virginia. It is a question of the 
great. guarantees of liberty under the 
Constitution. There have been fur- 
nished in West Virginia grounds upon 
which we may well consider whether 
we shall not enact legislation to draw 
limitations around the officers of the 
State. We may have to define the cir- 
cumstances under which there shall be 
& suspension of the Constitutional guar- 
antees and impose upon the Department 
of Justice or the Executive the duty on 
its own initiative to investigate condl- 


tions, so that the weak citizen shall be 
protected in the fundamental rights 
which have come down to us from 
Magna Charta, the observance of which 
has been imposed upon the State with 
the duty on us to see that they are 
carried out.’ 

Under the authority of the resolution, 
the Senate, throug’n the Education and 
Labor Committee, will look into charges 
of peonage in West Virginia, of viola- 
tion of the immigration laws; of inter- 
ference with the mails and Post Offices, 
and of -vielation of the constitutional 
laws of the United States in the trial of 
citizens by a military tribunal. ‘It will 
examine reported combinations among 
cperators in violation of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act and alleged discrimina- 
tion by immigration authorities at ports 
of entry and determine whether arms 
and sx posives were imported into Paint 
Creek for improper use. 

The terms of the authorization are go 
bread that the committee willbe able 
to inquire into anything and every- 
thing which figured in the troubles be- 
tween the miners and the operators. 
The investigation will be the second in 
the history of the Nation, so far as 
Senators have shown in debate, to be 
made of the acts of a State by a legis- 
lative branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment. .

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TAXICAB ORDINANCE 
~ PASSES BY 65 10 1 


Aldermen Finally Adopt Measure 
Which Has Been Hanging 
Fire for Months. 


GRAFT SCANDAL’S EFFECT 


Grand Jury to Continue Its Inquiry 
—State Hopes to Get Vendig 
as a Witness. 


The Aldermen passed yesterday the 
taxicab ordinance which was framed 
by the committee of which Alderman 
Grimm.is Chairman. The .vote was 65 
in favor of the ordinance to 1 against, 
Alderman McCann, Tammany, opposing 
it. The ordinance is «practically ‘ the 
same as that advocated by the Mayor. 
It abolishes private hack stands, where- 
by certain clubs and hotels collected 
large rentals yearly from the taxicab 
companies. 

The rates fixed for taxicabs are 50 
cents for the first mile, and 40 cents for 
each additional mile, for not more than 
two passengers, and 70 cents for the 
first mile and 60 cents for each mile 
thereafter fcr three cr more passengers. 
It is left with the Mayor to designate 
parts of streets for public hack stands 
to take the place of the private stands, 
The ordinance will become effective 
sixty days after it is signed by the 
Mayor, and it was said yesterday that 
the Mayor would sign it at once. 

Several of the Aldermen objected to 
the ordinance being. passed until the 
Grand Jury had completed its investi- 
gation into taxicab graft. They said 
that to pass it would be to confess 
“‘moral cowardice.” Aiderman Mulli- 
gan of the Bronx offered a resolution 
to this effect, asserting that the ordi- 
nance could wait until it was found

“Tf you do not pass it now,” said 
Alderman Courtlandt Nichol, “it will 
be said that the Board of Aldermen is 
not for real reform. It should be passed 
to-day, regardless of any action by the 
Grand Jury or the District Attorney.” 

Alderman Mulligan again urged that 
the measure be put over, saying: 

“If we vote for this ordinance to-day 
it will be said that we were forced to 
do it. I refuse to be forced into voting 
for the.rerort on this ordinance at the 
request of the hypocritical Mayor with 
whom I agree only in hisstatement 
that there are a lot of ‘dirty newspa- 
pers’ in this town.” 

_Alderman Samuel Marks said that ‘it 
would be “ puerile and childish ’”’ not to 
pass the ordinance; that there was noth- 
ing to fear from any investigation, and 
that the board would certainly be fur- 
ther criticised if the matter was.longer 
delayed. Alderman Walsh also spoke in 
favor of immediate action, and when the 
vote was taken Alderman Mulligan 
changed his opinion and voted in favor 
of the measure. 

It was conceded generally yesterday 
that the District -Attorney’s office, 
rather than the Taxicab. Legislation 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, 
deserved credit for the ree ng 
of the ordinance. Assistan istrict. 
Attorney Du Vivier, who has had 
charge of the Grand Jury investigation 
was: one of 
those who expressed his pleasure over 
the board’s action. He pointed out that 
the investigation so far had concerned 
only the Yéllow Taxicab Company, and 
that a delving into the books of other 
companies would follow.

One of Mr. Reed’s suggestions, which 
seemed to meet the approval of the sub- 
committee, was an amendment whereby 
corporations would make complete re- 
turns of all interest on coupon bonds 
and pay the tax direct on all such inter- 
est, except when it was shown to the 
satisfaction of the local collector that 
the holder of the bond was exempt.

Another proposal made by the Invest-° 
ment Bankers extends the exemption 
now in the bill as to interest on the_in- 
debtedness of a corporation. The bill, 
as it standg, limits this exemption to 
indebtedness not exceeding the capital 
stock of the corporation. This provision, 
it is understood, was aimed at the per- 
manent bonded indebtedness of a cor- 
poration. The proposed change would in- 


liabilities. of a-corporation intended to 
run for only a short time. 

The proposal of Harris Forbes & Co. 
modified the bill so that the tax would 
be levied on dividends on preferred stock 
just as on other dividends. It was 
pointed out that the present provision 
for the: payment of the tax at the sourcé 
probably would work out in such a way 
that the tax on preferred dividends, as 
paid by the corporation simply would 
fall as an added burden on the common 
stockholders, while the preferred. stock- 
holders, the only class favored by the 
bill, would go free.

premises occupied by the strikers. 

The evidence regarding the conference 
was brought out during the cross-exam- 
ination of Walter M: Lamont, agent of 
the Wood mill, one of the American 
Woolen Company’s plants at Lawrence. 
The witness said that on the night of 
Jan. 19 he saw Wood and Atteaux at a 
conference at Wood's home participated 
in by agents and other officials of the 
American Woolen Company.

“ Ariadne in Naxos,” “Produced 
London, a Disappointment.

LONDON, May 27.~-Richard Strauss’s 
“Ariadne in Naxos” was’ produced 
to-night at His Mafesty’s Fheatre. 

It is polite to say that Sir ‘Herbert 
Beerbohm Tree and Thomas-Beécham, 
who were jointly responsiblé. for. the 
importation, have made Londoners 
their debtors, but it is somewhat un- 
likely that the general public will meet 
the bill.

Not Téld That Assets Were to bé 
Resold to Marconi Company of” 
America for Marketable Stock. 


Trial of an action to impress a trust 
upon 150,000 shares of ‘the, stock of the 
Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company 
of America, valued at. $1,500,000, was 
begun -yesterday, afternoon before Jus- 
tice, Scudder in the’ Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, by Joseph V. Witherbee, who 
named the reorganization cormnmittce of 
the United Wireless Telegraph Company 
and the Wireless Liquidating Company 
ag defendants in the suit. Mr, Wither- 
bee owns fifty shares of the-stock of the 
United Wireless Company; which was 
declared a bankrupt in the Fall of 1911. 
He is acting, he says, in behalf of him- 
self and other shareholders in that com- 
pany. 

In his complaint Mr. Witherbee as- 
serts that the Unjted Wireless. Company 
is not now, and for some time past has 
not been, insolvent. There are, he says, 
about 1,200,000 shares of stock outstand- 
ing of the par value of $12,000,000. He 
also asserts that the assets of the com- 
pany are worth upward of $2,000,000, 
while its debts amount to not more than 
$200,000. 

Mr. Witherbee says. that a plan of re- 
organization was decided upon by the 
reorganization committee, and that a 
preliminary agreement was made with 
the trustees in bankruptcy concerning 
the assets of the bankrupt... The com- 
mittee sent a circular letter to each of 
the stockholders, inclosing a proposed 
subscription form, which was dated Feb. 
1, 1912. Because of litigation having to 
do with apparatus in use by the bank- 
rupt, which, it was alleged, infringed 
patents owned by the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company of America, the 
proposed agreement for the distribution 
of the assets of the bankrupt was 


changed. It was presented, in its new 
form, to the court by a petition of the 
trustees in bankruptcy in March, 1912. 
Notification was given to the creditors 
and they met to pass upon the plan. 

In the following month the Trustees 
obtained from the court an order permit- 
ting the sale of the assets of the bank- 
rupt to the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company, Limited, an English corpora- 
tion; and .to the defendants. It is al- 
leged by the plaintiff that this sale was 
unnecessary, as the assets in the hands 
of the Trustees were sufficient to cover 
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the Ea li 3 banktont that 
they would Sarees to aie a deposit of 
50 cents a share if they to par- 
eae in the advanta of the Mar- 
contract. Stockholders turned in 
about. 650,000 yen and also paid to 
the committee. $e.

PRESENTMENT AFTER STUDY 


Judge ‘Swann. Colncides -.with ° the 
‘ Conclusions Reached and Talks 
on the Fall. of Rome. 


Aroused. by many cases presented to 
it asking that it indict young men 
for wronging gifis the Grand Jury yes- 
terday handed -up to Jydge. Edward 
Swann in:-General Sessions a present- 
mént condemning the turkey trot and 
kindred dances and laying -particular 
stress upon the fact that the hotels ‘and 
cafés ‘allow such ‘dances ‘in their estab- 
lishments. 

The. presentment -was found after the 
Grand Jurors had found — indictments 
against four youths under 21, and- is 
based upon -their own . observations in 
the White Light district. In its pre- 
sentment the Grand. Jury ‘says: ; 

‘“We, the members of the Grand Jury 
for the May:Term, respectfully present 
as follows: During our present session 
there have been presented to us several 
charges involving offenses against girls 
under 18. years of age. -Our *investiga- 
tion of these charges has shown to us 
that in several instances the downfall 
of these ‘girls resulted from. their fre- 
quenting places where dances of an inde- 
cent nature were allowed and ‘liquor was 
sold. 

“In. others it also has been brought 
to our: ettention that within. the last 
few months the amount, of suggestive 
dancing in hotéls‘and restaurants wkere 
the saie of tiquor’ is allowed ‘has great- 
ly increased within the city, and we be- 
lieve with deplorable results to. the mor- 
als of the young, many of .whom are 
able, without the knowledge of the 
rarents, to frequent such aati 1 owing 
to the fact that -ddncing therein is-no 
ionger. confined be the evening hours, 
but takes place uring: the afternoon 
as well, 

“It appears to ‘us that the remedies 
available to the authorities who are at- 
tempting to repress ‘this condition of 
affairs are inadequate, and we ‘respect- 
fully present this. matter to the court, 
with the suggestion that, in our opinion, 
the statutes should be amended so that 
liquor tax certificates. shall be sum- 
marily forfeited in-the case of all prem- 
ises in which denoes, of an immoral nat- 
ure are allowed.*’ 

Eane presentment. was signed by A. H. 
tein, Pcie of the Grand Jury, 
Henr - Bernheim, Secretary.. Be- 

fore han a up the presentment Mr. 
Eppstein consulted with Judge Swann 
about the dances. Judge Swann said 
that he agreed with the Grand Jury, 
snd epuamestes that. a presentment be 
handed up. In s ieee of the present- 
ment yesterday, wann said: 

“T am in hearty bp vse with the find- 
ings of the Grand Jurors, as my obser- 
vations during the past month have led 
me to believe*tas they do. These dances 
are all right when: restricted or modified, 
but when they dre given the free rein 
as they are at present it is going too 
far.

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THE CREDIT OF THE STATE. 

Gov. SvutzeR has signed the bill 
authorizing the State to pay 5 per 
cent, for borrowed money. The credit 
of the State ought to be higher than 
the credit of the city, but the city 
pays only 4%4 per cent. for long-term 
accommodation. The short-term issues 
of the city sell on even a better basis 


, than the one authorized by the State 


for the same sort of issue. Both city 
and State seem to think that if the 
rate for credit rises the only thing to 
do is to follow the rate. But would 
it not be better for both to reduce 
borrowing, so far as is practicable? 
The city is under a sort of compulsion, 
having contracted for the construc- 
tion of the dual subway on terms 
which require it to find the money. 
But the State is under.no such con- 
tract, or under legal compulsion 
which could not be modified in some 
degree. 

The present state of the money 
market is only one reason for delib- 
eration in the issue of State securities. 
State and city alike are offenders 
against efficiency and economy in the 
expenditures with which both are so 
liberal. Both have issued long-term 
bonds for works of a life shorter than 
the bonds, so that at the maturity of 
the bonds there are outstanding sev- 
eral sets of bonds, but only one pub- 
lic work representing the several ex- 
penditures. For example, ten-year 
roads are built with fifty-year bonds. 
It takes five such issues to keep the 


“roads in existence, but posterity re- 


ceives only a single length of road. 
This is apart from the extravagance 
and favoritism and graft which are 
so freely alleged. If the State must 
pay 5 per cent. it ought not to pay 
it for any larger amount than is 
compulsory, and ‘the reduction of ex- 
penditure would give a good oppor- 
tunity to reconsider the system of. ex- 
penditure. J 

Besides, the reduction of. public 
borrowing is the first and best aid to 
crippled private credit. When wages, 
materials, and credit are all high, 
relief must be found or trade activity 
must be checked, for under such con- 
ditions there can be no generally 
profitable basis of: business. And 
when public borrowers outbid private 
borrowers, throwing the taxing pow- 
er into competition with profits, the 
conditions are cautionary, and ‘this is’ 
true regarding both public and private 
credit. A 


UNDOING UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE.

CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 

There is no one place in the City of 

New York to which a citizen can go 

and gét a complete history of the 

workings of all the criminal goarts.—- 

Chief Magistrate McApoo. 

That is putting it mildly.. There is 
not a criminal court in this city which 
keeps complete records—or anywhere 
near complete—of its own workings, 
so that the Judges can trace the his- 
tory of the cases that pass through 
their hands. In his annual report, 
just published, Chief Magistrate Mc- 
Apoo shows by a series of new charts 
and tabulations that the Magistrates’ 
Courts have made a splendid begin- 
ning. But he says: 


Unfortunately, our statistics end at 
the door of the courtroom. After a 
case has once been sent by us to Spe- 
cial Sessions or the Grand Jury, we 
lose all trace of it. * * * It would be 
beneficial to the Magistrates them- 
selves if they knew specifically what 
happened to the different -cases which 
. they have examined. There is no ¢cen- 
‘tral Bureau of Information in this city. 

There should be a central bureau 
and complete statistics ‘assembled 
therein so that individual cases may 
be traced through all the criminal 
courts, and complete records and 
identifications established.’

JUSTICE .COHALAN. 

If Justice DaNIEL F. CoHALAN cannot 
utterly disprove the published charges 
made against him he should -resign 
from the Supreme Court Bench. His’ 
reputation and his integrity are im- 
pugned, and the charges first brought 
out by Mr. JoHN A. CONNOLLY are 
now supported by the statement of 
Mr. Patrick J. MCNuLTy and by the 
letter of Mr. ALFRED B. CRUIKSHANK;, 
dated May 26, last Monday. First of 
all it is to be noted that Justice Co- 
HALAN under threat of an tion at 
law did return to Mr. culuadiine 
counsel the promissory note for $4,000 
which Mr. ConnoLLy had given him 
in April, 1911. The need for a satis- 
factory explanation of the return of 
that note is urgent. Mr..CRUIKSHANK 
says in his letter to Mr. CoNNOLLY 
that according to his understanding 
the “claim” upon ConNoLLy repre- 
sented by the note “ was probably not 
“enforceable as a legal.ohe, but that 
“he did make a claim founded upon 
“what he considered a moral founda- 
“tion for the return of the $3,940.55 
“ with’ interest, which he stated you 
“were not morally entitled to re- 
“cover.” The $3,940.55 here men- 
tioned appears to be the sum which 
Mr. ConNnoLLyY states that he had paid 
to Mr. Conatan in 1904, 1905, and 
1906 as “ commissions” on city con- 
tracts procured for CoNNOLLYy’s com- 
pany by the influence of Mr. CoHALAN. 
This sum was retyrned to CoNNOLLY 
at the command of CHaRLEs F. Muk- 
pur, the Tammany Hall leader; Mr. 
CRUIKSHANK’S letter indicates that the 
note for $4,000 given to Mr. CoHALAN 
by ConNoLLY was a repayment of this 
sum. But it has also been charged 
that it was given in payment for al 
promised appointment. It would. seem, 
indeed, that there was no “ moral 
foundation” for any part of these 
strange transactions. If Mr. CouaLan 
should decline to cause a thorough in- 
vestigation of these stories to be made; 
he would stand before the community 
as a Justice of the Supreme Court 
against whom a direct charge of graft, 
of accepting graft money, had been 
made, with no further action on his 
part than the utterance of a bald 
denial. 

Justi¢e CoHaLan no longer has any 
freedom of choice in this matter. The 
tale is much too circumstantial to be 
swept aside by a denial. There must 
be disproof. A taint has been put upon 
the reputation of the court. The pur- 
ity of the bench and the honest and 
proper administration of justice are 
in question. Justice CondLan and the 
court must be above suspicion. 

The community will expect of Justice 
CoHALAN & demand for an inquiry. It 
will hope. that his accusers. are falsi- 
fiers, that he is. untainted, that his 
reputation is above reproach. But 
there must be an inquiry, and. the de- 
mand for it should come: from’ the 
Justice himself. He can call upon the 
Bar Association to undertake an in- 
vestigation. The Committee’ of the 
| Tualotary of that body. is “charged 
“ with the duty of observing ‘the:‘prac- 
“ teal ‘working of the courts, both elvil 
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mittee of. the ‘Association by Justice 
CoraLaN would in all probability re- 
sult in the ordering of an investiga- 
tion. . , : 

It is in every way desirable that 
TJusticé CoHALAN should e this de- 
mand, rather than that the Bar Asso- 
ciation should be compelled to act 
upon its own initiative. In that case 
the ‘Association would be somewhat in 
the position of a prosecutor, while 
also being a-Judge. Made upon the 
Justice's demand, the inquiry would be 
purely Judicial in its nature, and its 

finding would command universal re- 
spect and assent. But an inquiry there 
rhust be. It is intolerable that such 
charges should be made against a Jus- 
tice: of the Supreme Court without a 
diligent. effort being made to ascer¢ 
tain their truth or their falsity. The 
alternattye is the immediate resigna- 
tion of Justice CoHALAN.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE MERIT 
¥ “SYSTEM. 

The Democrats have a right to com- 
plain that the enforcement of the 
civil service law and rules has re- 
sulted in putting, and. in keeping, fn 
office a very large number of Re- 
publicans. At least the law and rules 
have not prevented that result, which 
is naturally disagreeable to « the 
Democrats. In part, this has been 
due to the fact that the rules do not 
cover anywhere near the whole serv- 
ice, and where they do not apply there 
is’ no doubt that partisan appoint- 
ments have been made. It is prob- 
able also that the rules have in some 
degree been twisted to give advantage 
to Republicans, though of this there 
was much less under the Taft 
Administration than before. But be- 
cause the Democrats have a real 


grievance—it is not a great one— 


it is-very foolish in them to seek to 
limit thé operation of the merit sys- 
tem, as is now proposed, first by re- 
scinding the order putting fourth- 
Class Post Offices under the rules, and 
second ,by exempting from the rules 
all the minor officers who give bonds 
at the discretion of the appointing 
officer. 

If this plan should succeed, if it 
can secure a majority of votes in 
Congress and get the approval of the 
President—neither condition is sure to 
be complied with—the party would 
lose much more than it would gain. 
In managing the offices, the Demo- 
crats can win public confidence and 
strengthen themselves with the coun- 
try only by doing better than the Re- 
publicans have done. If the Repub- 
licans have practiced favoritism and 
partisanship, let the Democrats do the 
opposite, and the people will trust 
them. If, on the contrary, the Demo- 
crats break down: the barriers'of the 
civil service law and the rules in 
order to get places for their own men, 
the country will distrust them, and 
rightly. Let them make no mistake. 
The opinion and sentiment of the Na- 
tion are strongly on the side of the 
merit system, strongly against any 
return to the spoils system. The 
Democrats can enlist this sentiment 
on their side with the exercise of a 
little ‘common sense and ‘self-denial, 
and it would be a decided asset, for, 
to be frank, it would be a novelty. 
If théy set about pulling down the 
defenses against the spoils system 
which, with patience and hard work, 
have been erected, they will suffer 
for it, and they ought to suffer. They 
eannot afford merely to be no better 
than the Republicans, for they are in 
a minority. 

The two plans they are now consid- 
ering are both bad, very bad, and, as 
we have suggested, they will prob- 
ably be rejected either’ by Congress 
or by the President. Mr. Tart’s order 
as to Postmasters was, in one way, 
indefensible. It brought some 30,000 
offices under the rules without regard 
to the fitness of the incumbents. Even 
so, it was no worse than like orders 
issued by President CLEVELAND, 
of which no Democrat made articu- 
late complaint. But that vice has 
been corrected by President WILsoN, 
who requires that the incumbents 
shall retain their places only in open 
competition or on such other test as 
can be devised. What Senator OvER- 
MAN and his friends now wish is, ap- 
parently, to throw all the offices into 
the scramble of the place hunters. 
Their second suggestion, to exempt all 
office holders who give bonds by the 
requirement of the appointing officer 
is a still plainer attempt to brjng 
a lot of the subordinate places back 
within the reach of the spoilsmen. 
It rests on the assumption that the 
rules “dictate’’ appointees, which is 
‘absurd, and the notion that the can- 
didates under ‘the rules are not as re- 
sponsible in character as those select- 
ed at will, which is amply disproved 
by experience. Let the Democrats 
stand by President WiLson in his en- 
forcement of the merit system. It will

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now that Turkey is etianied in -at 
Constantinople, with but a narrow 
strip of Europe to protect her, and 
now that the Allies are sure of a naval 
hase on the Aegean and on the Black 
Sea, commanding the flanks of the 
Tchatalja lines, the division of the 
territory arouses new appetites and 
creates unexpected jealousies. 

Naturally, Bulgatia is the centre of 
these. The Builgars have, with aid 
from the Servians, the extent of which 
is disputed, conquered pretty much 
all of Macedonia, and occupy the rich- 
est portion of the east and south- 
east of the Balkan Peninsula. With 
Adrianople as a' strategic centre, King 
FERDINAND can look forward to the 
time when it will be practicable for 
his army..to advance on Constanti- 
nople, from which it would take a 
united effort of all the Powers to bar 
or to dislodge him. That, of itself, in 
the eyes of his allies, constitutes an 
immense advantage, for which, after 
the fashion of modern European 
diplomacy, they urgently demand 
“compensation.” Toward thé south- 
west the Bulgarians aspire to the 
possession of Salonika also, and this 
is hotly, even with arms, opposed by 
Greece. West and northwest lies the 
undefined territory of Albania, in the 
délimitation of which not only the 
Greeks and the Servians and the 
Montenegrins «re deeply interested, 
but Austria and Italy as well. In this 
situation Servia is reported to have 
demanded a revision of the original 
alliance, and Greece Has actually 
come to blows with Bulgaria. 

It seems pathetically foolish that 
the Allies, having accomplished so 
much, should put their future in peril 
by a desperate quarrel among them- 
selves. Such a proceeding throws the 
immediate plans of the Powers into 
confusion, and, of course, opens anew 
the possibilities of division among 
them. The concert of Europe, such 
as it is, has been the outcome of the 
existence of a strong Balkan Alliance, 
with which no one Power, or group 
of Powers, was ready or able to deal. 
If the Allies insist on getting into a 
fight among themselves, it will be al- 
most inevitable that the Powers will 
be tempted to seek their selfish aims 
by the aid of one or the other side. 

Fortunately the machinery that 
was devised to secure the adjustment 
of the varying interests of the Powers 
while the Allies were still united and 
forniidable continues. The group of 
Ambassadors at London has not and 
is not likely to be broken up. Its 
members have had much valuable ex- 
perience. They have worked out 
vexatious and complex problems sud- 
denly sprung upon them with sur- 
prising success. They have carried 
on. the business of an “international 
clearing house with patience, candor; 
and, apparently, with growing mutual 
good will. They have been able to 
discover methods of disposing of dan- 
gers that it. seemed impossible to 
escape. In the new situation all this 
will be of immense help. The dis- 
sensions of the Alliés make the Bal- 
kan question more than ever a Euro- 
pean question. We have a right to 
infer that the forces that have made 
for peace in the perilous months since 
the war broke out will be adequate to 
the new task.

Mr. Carneaig, talking to the reporters 
just before he sailed for Europe last 
week, gayly told them t in such a 
contingency. all we would have to do 
would be to lure the invaders, by invita- 
tion ,or otherwise, well into the interior 
and then to surround them with ‘‘ 2,000,- 
000. young men who can shoot,’’ That 
done, he thought that either there 
would be a battle in which the enemy 
would be exterminated or else they 
would surrender and all or most of them 
proceed to take out naturalization pa-. 
pers and become good American citi- 
zens. The second course he regarded as 
the more likely as well as the more sen- 
sible. 

Mr. Tart, as he revealed.in his latest 
lecture to the Yale students, takes a de- 
cidedly different view of the situation. 
Presumably because he has had many 
opportunities to learn something about 
the relative military efficiency of 
trained soldiers and raw recruits, he 
made. no mention of’ the ‘2,000,000 
young men who can shoot,’’ but declared 
us to be in a state of unpreparedness 
for war that he characterized as ‘‘ ridic- 
ulous.” ~ 

A happier word might have been se- 
lected for the description, perhaps, since, 
from the American pdint of view, the 
helplessness which Mr. Tarr evidently 
had in mind is not a cause of laughter 
except to those of us in whom the sense 
of humor is curiously abnormal and dis- 
torted. What he meant, however, is 
clear enough—he meant that the 2,000,- 
000 potential marksmen would be, if 
brought together, and for months would 
remain, so inferior to real soldiers that 
the latter, before attacking them, would 
be under little more necessity to count 
their numbers than is a wolf before he 
jumps into a sheepfold. 

Mr. Carneggiz, by implication, cael 
trusting to luck; Mr. Tart, explicitly, 
pleaded for a larger army and a bigger 
navy, not because he is fond of either 
or thinks war a good thing, but because 
he has been around the world~several 
times with his eyes open and has 
thoughtfully observed human nature as 
it is, not as it ought to be.

A MORALS COMMISSION 


Hes Dona Much to Solve Pitts- 
_burgh’s: Vice Problem. 


. To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mayor Gaynor has disapproved the 
Wagner bill for a special morals police, 
and your editorial column calls it a 
“‘sound veto.’’ You say that the pro- 
posed bill ‘‘ practically destroyed all 
efficacious responsibility in the police 
force and opened the way to an increasé 
of the very evils it was intended to 
cure.’”’ 

This theory breaks down before the 
actual facts. In Pittsburgh we have had 
such a \special bureau, the Morals Effi- 
ciency Commission, for the last twelve 
months. None of the consequences you 
apprehend have taken place, and our 
commission has been of the greatest ser- 
vice to our city. In fact, with one excep- 
tion, every argument urged at the hear- 
ing before the Mayor against the Wag- 
ner bill) has been refuted by the actual 
work accomplished in this community. 
That single exception | was the request 
of the Rockefeller Foundation asking 
that no. legislation be enacted pending 
the outcome of their investigations. 

Now that the original bill is killed, 
may I suggest that the Mayor be urged 
to appoint an advisory committee to the 
police head? It is ridiculous to expect 
@ man chosen for his. special fitness 
to administer the .police affairs of a 
great city, to be an expert in the prob- 
lem of the social evil, which has baf- 
fled the most earnest students for cen- 
turies. Let this committee give its undi- 
vided attention to thig, one problem in 
its several ramifications. There wil] be 
no division of authority, since all are 
under the direct control of the Mayor. 

That is the system in Pittsburgh.’ The 
Director of Public Safety is appointed 
by the Mayor. Last May. twelve citizens 
of Pittsburgh (a smaller number is bet- 
ter) “were appointed on the Morals Ef- | 
ficlency Commisgion, and our record for} 
the past twelve months is a splendid 
list of positive achievements. The police 
problem in American cities differs but 
slightly, dnd New York can accomplish 
just what we did. 

Chief of all our accomplishments are 
the educational results of our work. Few 
cities in America are as well acquainted 
with sex instruction ‘as Pittsburgh. 
Lectures have been given by members 
of our commission throughout the city 
before all kinds of audiences, in 
churches, before women’s clubs, civic 
bodies, and in the public schools. After 
all, the chief hope is with the growing 
generation, and we aim to send every 
child from school, not only able to earn 
a living, but to know the proper care 
of the body and its functions. dy

Crocker-Wheeler Company Objects 
to Tariff Bill’s Classification. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There has been brought to my attention re- 
cently a list of ‘‘ trusts’’ mentioned by: Mr. 
Underwood in his Tariff fill report and pub- 
lished in many of the leading newspapers of 
the country. Mr. Underwood suggests in his 
report that there is a close connection be- 
tween the advance in the cost of living and 
the development of industrial combinations 
or trusts which has been so active during 
recent years. He then proceeds to give a 
long list of so-called trusts with datés of 
incorporation, number of plants acquired or 
controlled, capitalization, funded debt, earn- 
ings, .&c. In this Ust the Crocker-Wheeler 
Company appears as a ‘‘ trust.’ omnis or 
controlling. three plants. 

Without entering into any... ieomaetis of 
either the trust or tariff questions, I wish to 
point out the inaccuracy of this statement 
and the grave injustice it does this company. 

The Crocker-Wheeler Cothpany does not 
now and never hag owned or controlied more 
than one manufacturing plant. The company 
is not now and never has. been a combination 
or trust in any sense of the word. It has never 
been ‘‘ financed ’’ or merged with any other 
company or combination. It has preserved 
its absolute independence for nearly’ a quar- 
ter of a century, a period covering, practically 
the entire industrial development of  elec- 
tricity. 

It is, therefore, rather exasperating, to put 
it mildly, after priding ourselves for twen- 
ty-five years on our absolute independence, 
to find ourselves classed in this off-hand 
manner as a “ trust,’’

_ Life With Baser Metal. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is represented to me that in a re- 
cent communication in your columns 
TI have been unjust, or at least unkind, 
to the senior society men of my class, 
suggesting that their work has been, as 
‘@ whole, less significant than that of 
members of the class not elected. This 
is to misunderstand me. There were 
only forty-five senior society men; there 
were nearly three times as many men 
outside the senior societies. Further- 
more, I believe that the Yale class of 
“92 was exceptionally rich in men of 
strong and noble aspiration; men who 
wanted to convert China to Christianity; 
men’ who wanted to raise their 
communities to the highest stand- 
ards of citizenship; men who cared more, 
to add something to the sum of human 
knowledge than to use their knowledge 
merély for personal advancement; men 
who hoped it might be given them to 
write really beautiful literature rather 
than ephemeral best sellers. 

Not a]l of these men have yet realized 
their aspirations; yet, in the long run, 
it is men such as these who win the true 
‘prizes of life. But\they are very apt 
not to flower early; not to have ex- 
hibited before senior year the true prom- 
ise that is in them. The choice of the 
senior societies, however conscientiously 
made—and let me say right here that in 
no college do I believe that! the societies 
choose more conscientiously—is inevit- 
ably based upon what is obvious, or 
even external, whether accompanied by 
profundity or not. Furthermore the 
seniors are very imperfectly acquainted 
with the juniors, and the larger the col- 
lege the truer this is likely to be. It 
is for this reason that I seriously doubt 
+ whether. the evils of the system can: be 
remedied by any process less drastic 
than abolition. 

I cannot see that I have done any 
“ mud-slinging’’ or even ‘‘ washed 
dirty linen in public,” as the’ gentleman 
from Warwick seems to imply. On the 
contrary I have called attention to the 
excéllence of some of Yale’s most 
illustrious men. Without for a mo- 
ment discounting Yale’s splendid tradi- 
tions of citizenship and pedagogy, I 
have, as one whose personal aspirations 
have been in large measure those of the 
scholar, ventured to say a good word 
for Yale’s. scholarship, a theme to 
which I believe the public does not al- 
ways do justice. I may be prejudiced, 
but I certainly believe that the ten 
greatest scholars whose history is linked 
with Yale would average higher than 
the ten best scholars from any other 
American institution. 

A correspondent informs me that Prof. 
Henry A, Beers, whom I had called a 
non-senior-society man, is a member of 
Skull and Bones. That during the more 
than twenty years I have known him, 
and had the occasional pleasure of see- 
ing him, I have never once suspected 
this, is sufficient proof that a senior- 
society man may be absolutely free from 
offensive mystery, ostentation or ar- 
rogance. 

I cannot regard the senior societies as 
unimportant. To men ten years out of 
college, I hope they.generally- are unim- 
portant. But to undergraduates they 
are, if I am entitled to an opinion, both 
important and pernicious—not because 
they are not mainly composed of worthy 
or even. distinctive men, but because 
they intrude upon the golden leisure of 
college ..life the .debasing ‘standard: of 
immediate success.

Have They Authority to Restrict. 
the Right to Marry? 


To the Editor of The N ew York Times: 

Under the heading ‘‘ EFugenists Taking 
Courage’"’ THE TIMES says: ‘Hardly a 
week passes that the news does not include 
the announcement of some minister that he 
wil:. solemnize no more marriages’’ unless on 
presentation of certificates of health by the 
would-be contracting parties. You might 
have said that scarcely a day passes with- 
out such an announcement. 

But a part at least of an interested public 
ig still waiting for an authoritative an- 
nouncement of the authority thus to restrict 
the right to marry, which is the assumption 
of a sovereign function of the Legislature. 
It will admit of no argument that a clergy- 
man who for such a reason would refuse to 
perform his functions. as a civil officer pro 
hac vice would expose himself to civil and 
criminal penalties, as would any other public 
officer who would arbitrarily refuse to exer- 
cise his functions—a police officer or a patron 
public, for instance. 

It seems a singular thing that the pioneers 
in the movement have been obtuse to the 
fact that they are not the contracting parties, 
but those whom they unite and the State 
itself, from which the civil right cAgryens 
and which alone can restrict or qualify it as 
a civil right. 

It is not at all unlikely that, though ac- 
tuated by very worthy otives, some 0 
them may have an unpleasant and unexpect- 
ed lesson in their obligations in the premises.

sponse to News. of Frisco 
System's Difficulties. 


, Primarily the stock, market yesterday 
was under the influence of the news of 
the troubles of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco, Although Well Street had 
been prepared for some such develop- 
ment as the inability of the company to 
provide for the notes which fall due on 
June 1, the dispatches from St. Louis 
yesterday that the decision had been 
reached to apply to the court to take 
the property undér its protection caused 
further severe déclines in the company’s 
stock and in sevéral of its bond issues. 
This news resultéd in some general sell- 
ing which had pronounced effect in some 
other parts of the list, notably in. Union 
Pavific, which lost nearly three points: 
Clearer recognition of the fact that last 
week’s reports regarding the Union 
Pacific situation were ill-founded was 
the immediate influence in the move- 
ment of: that stock. These two matters 
overshadow all others in the day’s dis- 
cussion. 

One comment which naturally suggests 
itself in respect to the position in which 
the Friseo system® now finds itself is 
that its difficulties can be directly traced 
to the financial responsibilities whith it 
assumed often upon terms which made 
it clear that they were imposing a con-. 
siderable burden. The high rates of 
interest at which recent issues of the 
company’s securities had been made re- 
flected something moré than the cur 
rent scarcity of capitat-and suggested 
that the purchasers of the company’s 
securities recognized a risk which was 
not inherent in the railroad situation as 
@ whole. The market was not inclined, 
therefore, and in this attitude it seemed 
well advised, to regard the difficulti 
of the St. Louis & San’ Francisco sys- 
tem as attributable principally to the 
handicaps under which railroads have 
It. had long 
been recognized in financial circles that 
the bonded indebtedness of the Frisco 
system and the guarantees which it had 
given were altogether out of proportion 
to the stock capital of the company. 
This has all along been an important 
element in the company’s credit. A 
number of committees to act for the 
holders of various issues of the system's 
securities were in process of formation 
yesterday. The net result of their ac- 
tivity will probably be the disentangle- 
ment of the company’s finances and of 
the alliances into which the system has 
entered. One phase of the matter which 
was being regarded yesterday as par- 
ticularly regrettable is that these diffi- 
culties should haves comé upon a system 
whose securities aré among the few 
American issues which have been placed 
in considerable quantity in the French 
market. This unfortunate experience 
naturally places a further obstacle in 
the way of developing a broader market 
for our stocks in France. At the mo- 
ment, of course, none of the foreign 
markets are investing here to any con- 
siderable extent, but none the less is it 
desirable that the way should be left 
as open as possible to the flotation of 
American securities in a market whic 
under normal conditions is as well sup- 
plied as the French market is ‘with 
money for investment. .

but intend. cordially ‘to: co-operate with 
the Government in the physical valua- 
tion to be made of “agg os aa aa un- 
der the act of March 1

ied ‘on’: any particular phase. 
The mémbers of “the commission are 
gratified over the friendly spirit of co- 
operation which-the railroads are show- 
ing, and are convinced that this will 
greatly sxponite the work. ‘There were 
twelve Presidents arid threé Vice Presi- 
dents of American railways present at 
the conference. The spokesman for the 
railways was Samuel Rea, President ae 
s 
Chairman of:the Physical Valuation 
Committee of the carriers. 

At the-conclusion ofthe conference the 
commission issued this statement’: 

*““The law which requires the commis- 
sion--to -aseertain-the valuation of ~thé 
properties of carriers subject to the act 
to regulate commerce also ‘requires those 
carriers to co-operate with the commis- 

on in ascertaining the valuation of 

e railroads.. Pursuant to that require- 
ment, the railroads have appointed a 
committee. representingthe railroads in 
the Southern, Eastern, and Western ter- 
ritories, and now: authorized to speak 
for roads which operate 80 per cent. of 
the railroad mileage and 90° per cent. 

of the earnings’ of font paviig annual 
gross earnings of $1,000,000 or more. 

“An informal conference was held to- 
day between the commission and this 
committee representi the railroads for 
a.preliminary discussion: of. the general 
questions which rely present. them- 
selves and in paving the way for that 
co-0 eration which the law reauires. 

here -was a general exchange of 
tentative views, but no determination as 
to any~*particular points. .A_ cordial 
spirit of co-operative . disposition..was 
manifested by thé representatives of 
the roads, and no doubt. numberless con- 
troversies that ‘would otherwise arise 
and needless duplication of work will 
be avoided, and expedition and economy 
in the work will.be secured by such co- 
operation in the prosecution of the phys- 
ical work involved.’

MUSICA PLEADS GUILTY. 


Head of the Invoice SwindJers Faces 
a Ten-Year Sentence. 


Philip M. Musica, President of ‘the 
United States Hair Company, who re- 
cently confessed to thefts amounting to 
more than $600;000, pleaded guilty: be- 
fore Judge Swann*in General Sessions 
yesterday and was’ remanded for. sen- 
tence. 

‘Adtonte, 
and his two brothers, Arthur and 
George, were arrested in New Orleats 
while attempting to flee from the coun-| 
try.

CONSIDINE DIES OF WOUND. 


Actor Who Shot Policeman with His 
Own Pistol Held for Murdef. 


Special to The New York Times. 
HACKENSACK, N. J., May 27.—Pat- 
rick Considine, the Cliffside Borough 
policeman, whe was shot in the stomach 
early on Sunday morning by James 
Devlin while in the actor’s home, died 
this morning in the North Hifdson Hos- 
pital, without having told who shot 
him. His last statement, made on Sun- 
day afternoon, was, “If I’m going to 
¢ash in then I'll not say anything that 
might cause another to do the same.’ 
To Chief of Police Richard J. Fox and 
Justice: W. H. Hinners he admitted 
shortly after reaching the hospital that 
Devlin had accused him-of being- too 


intimate with his actress-wife, known 
on the stage as Mae Ellwood. 

The .charge against Devlin, who had 
been a ‘prisoner*in the Hackensack jaii 
since Sunday afternoon, was. changed 
to-day to murder. When told of Con- 
siding’ s death the actor said, ‘‘ I’m very

lawyers Devlin refused’ to make any 
statement. 

Mrs; Devlin was this afternoon re- 
leased from jail, where she had been 
detained as a materjal witness, on 
$2,500 bail. Devlin’s eighteen-year-old 
eousin,. Miss Anna Devlin, is still in 
jail, held.as an. eye-witness of the trag- 

edy. Mrs. ‘Devlin to-day made the fol- 
lowing statement:
